THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Tue House of Representatives on Monday last finally 
passed the Arn.y Appropriation bill which had been 
considered and amended in Committee of the Whole 
the Friday previous. The bill excited very little debate 
and but few amendments were made. The shori time 
consumed in debate upon it is something unprecedented, 
and, as silence is supposed to mean assent, it is to be 
inferred that the House is entirely satisfied 
with our Army. The proviso requiring officers 
asigned to duty in the Commissary or Quar- 
termaster’s Departments to give bonds was stricken 
out. A proposed amendment t9 reduce the period of 
enlistment to three years was ruled out on a point of 
order. Mr. Steele, who urged it, said it would reduce 
desertion. “'T have been out on the plains myself,” he 
said, ‘and I talked to many of the officers last fall on 
this subject, and I find it is the universal opinion among 
the officers that it would be in the direction of economy 
if you had the term of service three years instead of 
five.” On motion of Mr. Forney the appropriation of 
$1,000 extra for the officer in command of the Fort 
Leavenworth Prison was stricken out by a vote of 60 
to41, in spite of the statement by Mr. Keifer that it was 
in the bill last year, and that the services were peculiar, 
and Mr. Steele’s explanation that it was put there 
On the recommendation of the Board of Visitors 
Wo the institution. He said: “At the last ses- 
sion of Congress they came before tho Military Com- 
mittee of this House and represented that this officer 
Was peculiarly fitted for this position, and that, while 
receiving only the pay of a captain, his expenses there 
Leavenworth on account of the important position 
co there are very great. It is said that he is about 

only man in the Army—that is the representation

On motion of Mr. Forney, the proviso compelling all 
officers who are assigned to duty in the Quartermaster’s 
and Commissary Departments, and who are authorized 
to disburse public moneys, to give bond, was stricken 
out. 

The word ‘‘employees,” in the clause directing that 
not more than $65,000 of the money appropriated for 
the Ordnance Department shall be applied to payment 
of civilian employees, was stricken out, on motion of 
Mr. Forney, and the word “clerks” inserted in lieu 
thereof. 

The proviso that not more than $50,000 of the $400,- 
000 appropriated for the manufacture of arms at na- 
tional armories, shall be expended for the manufacture 
or purchase of magazine guns selected by the Magazine 
Gun Board, was stricken out on the motion of Mr. 
Forney, who, in explanation, presented a letter from 
Gen. Benét, who gave a brief statement of the action 
which had resulted in the choice of three magazine 
guns for trial, and said: ‘‘In the endeavor to provide 
these three guns, it was found that the Winchester

The bill of last year ap- 
propiiated the sum of $24,682,250. The difference 
between the amount appropriated by the bill under 


- | consideration and the amount appropriated by the bill 


for the present fiscal year is $437,800. Some new legis. 
lation is proposed in this bill, but that new legislation is 
inthe interest of economy and at the same time to 
make the Army more efficient. I can also say there is 
no new legislation in this bill except what has been 
recommended by those officers having charge of the 
Departments of the Army affected by the proposed 
changes. We also feel authorized to say that in the 
main the officers of the Army agree to the changes 
which are proposed. This bill proposes a slight change 
of the law in regard to the Pay Department, that here- 
after any Paymaster of the rank of Major who has 
served in the United States Army as a commissioned 
officer may, upon his own application, or by direction 
of the President, be placed on the retired list of the 
Army until the Pay Department shall be reduced to 
twenty-eight members. That is about all the change 
proposed in the law relating to the Pay Department. 
The number of draught animals is reduced to 6,000, 
and the purchase of supplies is hereafter to be made by 
contract. The Secretary of Waris also authorized to 
appoint one hundred Quartermaster Sergeants from the 
enlisted men of the Army whose character and educa- 
tion shall fit them to take charge of public property and 
to act as clerks and assistants to post and other quar- 
termasters. Hereafter the purchase of cavalry horses 
is to be made by contrat. ‘There is also another change 
in the Quartermaster’s Department relative tothe extra- 
duty pay of enlisted men. The law as it now stands 
allows for 35 cents a day, and the change of law here 
proposed will allow 50 cents a day for mechanics, ar- 
tisans, and school-teachers, and 35 cents 2 day to other 
extra-duty men who now receive 20 cents a day. 

Mr. Keifer said: ‘‘The Army of the United States, in 
proportion to the number of our people, and ia prepor - 
tion to the grave duties and responsibilities falling upon 
it, is a very small one. Iam glad to say that I think 
it is sufficient for the present, taking the condition of 
the whole country into consideration. But ] have 
always been of the opinion that the rank and file of the 
Army should be increased. 1 think the time is not far 
distant when it will be found wise and necessary to in- 
crease it; in other words, it will be found very impor- 
tant to this Government to be prepared in a more es- 
sential sense than it is for war. WhenI speak of pre- 
paration for war, I do not mean that we are now liable 
to have war, but I mean that by proper preparation we 
may prevent war.

dent, George Washington, and by all the leading 
statesmen of ourcountry, that we should keep out of 
foreiga complications, has undoubtedly been wise, and 
should be adhered to throughout our history. But, 
notwithstanding this, it is a startling fact that, exclud- 
ing all Indian wars, this country, during the first hun- 
dred years of its existence, has been at war on the 
average one year in six. Now, I am not of those who 
believe in wars; but I believe our policy should be to 
pursue such a course as will prevent war. During the 
last few years I have noticed, in connection with our 
Indian wars, that they have always been brought about 
at such exposed pints upon our frontier as led the In- 
dians to believe that they could, with some success, at 
least for a time, wage a war upon our settlements. I 
cite this simply as an evidence that it is important we 
should be prepared to defend ourselves as a nation at 
all times and at every exposed point. 

“I do not say this in criticism of the present bill. 
This bill proposes to keep up the organization of the 
Army fora number of years, and I think as fully 
as it was provided forin the last and preceding Con- 


‘Tne present organization of the Army under exist- 
ing law, which this bill does not propose to change, 
would make it possible to have in the service, ex- 
cluding the officers and cadets at the Military Ac:demy, 
27,660. The total number in the Army, according to 
the report of June 30, 1883, was 25,478, including offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers, and private soldiers. 
This number it is not proposed to interfere with. 

“By the latest report I have the total number of offi- 
cers in the Army was 2,130, of which number nine hun- 
dred and twenty-four were graduates of the Military 
Academy, and 1,206 non-graduates. In other words, 
1,206 of our commissioned officers have been selected 
from civil hfe. In another form of statement, only 
about three out of seven of our officers are graduates of 
the Military Academy. Of the officers upon the re- 
tired list—four hundred and twenty seven in all—only 
one hundred and twenty eight are graduates of the 
Military Academy, while two hundred and ninety nine 
wre selected from civil life. Many of them, it is true, 
c.me in through their service in the late war. Our 
Army in its organization, its appointments, in its able 
and distinguished officers, compares favorably with any 
army of the civilized world. In my judgment it is the 
best army for its size that was ever organized. 

“One provision of the bill which is new is this: that 
hereafter the sales of subsistence supplies to officers and 
enlisted men sha‘l be made at cost price only. It is 
snggested that is notnew. It is new até least at present. 
At one time it was the policy to sell to officers and en 
listed men entitled to purchase subsistence supplies at 
cost. Under the present law and regulations they are 
required to pay 10 per cent. above cost. This clause 
fixes the mode of determining the cost and fixes it 
safely, so the Government loses nothing and does not 
speculate upon officers and enlisted men. There is 
also a wise provision as to fuel for officers serving in the 
West, where fuel is scarce and dear. 

“The provision of the bill for the reduction of the 
large number of draught animals, such as mules and 
horses is a wise one. Formerly we had to draw Gov- 
ernment supplies over long distance to remote posts on 
the frontier. Now the railroad has penetrated nearer 
to the post and in many instances absolutely to the post 
where supplies are to be taken, and the number of 
draught animals can properly be reduced. And so far 
as the reduction is made here it is made with the ex- 
press consent of the Quartermaster-General of the Army 
and the other officers in the War Department concerned 
in it. There is a provision in the bill for the transpor- 
tation of stores which goes to this extent that wherever 
private parties are employed in the transportation of 
stores forthe Army it shall be done by contract after 
due legal advertisement.” 

This very complete statement of the action of the 
House shows the present condition of the bill, which is 
now in the hands of the Senate Committee. 

During the discussion Mr. Browne, of Indiana, said: 


At the beginning of this session * introduced a bill reducing 
the = Corps in number and rank, I believe, as provided in this 
bill. Since that time I have had a conference with the Paymas- 
ter-General, who believes in the first place that the Pay Corps 
might, without affeeting its efficiency, be reduced to twenty five 
officers instead of twenty-eight, as here proposed. I understood 
him also to say that there might with propriety be a reduction 
in the rank of the paymasters. With what I know of the Pay 
Corps and the duties it has to perform, I see no reason why there 
should be any additional rank allowed to the assistant paymas- 
ter-general and the deputy Their duties are 
not so onerous nor their responsibilites so as those of a 
paymaster who goes to the field and distributes the money 
among the troops.

Joughs came very rarely. When we got into line there was no 
great chance fora man to get home. It was about three years 
afterward that a few of us were one night going down the Missis- 
sippion sriver steamer. Ihad been sick and was returning to 
my command, but pretty well broken up even then. As for 
money, we did not have any,and the night was hot as I laid 
down on the deck, my throat almost parched with thirat. Pretty 
soon a little girl came along with s big glass of Jemonade. I tell 
you it looked good to me, She saw me eyeing it, stopped a 
minute, looked donhtfully at me and finally came up to my side. 
“You looked as if you wanted something to drink,”’ she said, 
and effered me the glass. It wasn’t quite the square thing to 
do, but [took itand handed it back to herempty. It was like 
nectar tome, Then I thanked the littlecreature and sent her 
away. Soon after, just like every child, she came back leading 
her mother to seethe poor soldier. By Jupiter, it was my wife, 
and the girl was the baby whom I had last seen as a baby but just 
born. You can imagine the reunion. They were witb my bro- 
ther’s family and happened to be going down river. That was 
the only time during the four years’ fighting that I saw my wife 
and baby, and under these circumstances what man would ever 
forget it. 

Tux conversion, or rather the reception, of Sitting Bull in- 
to the Church, is still delayed from unavoidable causes, the 
principalone seeming to be that he has too many wives. 
Bishop Marty, of Dakota, however, thinks Bull’s, case will 
come out all right. 

A Lonpon despatch, referring to the arrest of Lord St. 
Leonards for a disgraceful offence committed against the 
gervant-maid of a gentleman who had invited him to his 
hospitality, and his failure to procure bondsmen s0 as to 
effect his release on bail, says: St. Leonards seems absolutely 
deserted by all his friends, and he now threatens to revenge 
himself upon the nobility for his outcast state. His latest 
threat was made to-day. He declares that unless he is res- 
cued from his present ‘‘ disgraceful position ” he will claim 
his privilege as a baron to be tried by his peers. This is a 
potent threat. If carried out successfully in this case it 
would certainly result in popular outcry, which might prove 
irresistible, for the abolition of all such remaining anti- 
quated privileges of the Lords.

Gresham reveres McPherson's memory, and 
a New York Congressman, whv found him sitting in McPoerson 
sqnare, near the Arlington,a day or two ago, looking at the 
brave man, tells us that Gresham frequently stops as he goes 
pgs and looks upon it as he recalls the story of bis Jife and

FORTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The following bills were passed by the Senate on 
Thursday: 8. 1347, to reimburse members of the 5th 
lofantry for private property lost by the sinking of the 
steamer J. Don Cameron; 8. 733, dedicating the mil- 
itary reservation at Plattsburg, New York, to the vil- 
lage of Plattsburg for a public park. 
House bill 855, to provide for muster and pay of 
officers and enlisted men who failed to receive the com- 
missions actually issued to them, was passed by the 
Senate on Friday. 
The Senate Military Committee held no meeting this 
week, only three members having appeared on the 
regular meeting day. 
Senator Blair reported favorably on: Monday from 
the Committee on Pensions the bill introduced by him 
to amend the pension laws, which provides for an in- 
crease of the pensions paid to certain classes of wounded 
or disabled soluiers or sailors, as follows: To such as 
have lost a hand or a foot, $24 per month; to such as 
have Inst an arm at the elbow or a leg at the knee, $30 
per month; tosuch as have losi a leg at the hip-joint 
or an arm at the shoulder-joint, or who have lost one 
hand and one foot, or are totally disabled in one hand 
and one foot, or who, by reason of disability, are inca 
pacitated from manual labor, “but do not desire the re- 
gular aid and attendance of any person, $40 per month; 
to such as have lost the sight of one eye, $12 per 


per month, and to such as have lost the hearing of both 
ears, $30 per month. 
The House Committee on Appropriations on Mon- 
day reported the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
bill. 1t makes an appropriation of $20,736,876, which 
sum is an increase of 190 over the current appro- 
priation. $3,082,363 is for the expenses of Congress ; 
$131,130 for the State Department; $9,002,219 for the 
Treasury Department; $2,068,115 for the War Depart- 
ment ; $117,820 for the State, War and Navy Building; 
$288,916 for the Navy Department ; $4,249,779 for the 
Interior Department ; $815,120 for the Post Office De 
partment ; $173.290 for the Department of Justice; 
$401,100 for salaries of United States Judges, Attor- 
neys ani Marshals; $33,840 for the Court of Claims, 
acd $23,300 for the Civil Service Commission. The 
total pumber of employees estimated for in the Leyis- 
lative and Executive Departments was 8,487. The 
number appropriated for during the current fiscal year 
was 8,131, and the number provided for is 8,091. Of 
these the War Department has 1,542; State, War and 
Navy Building, 156; Navy Department, 160. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, on Tues- 
day, agreed to report favorably the bills, H. R. 6388, to 
furnish States with copies of the record of troops, and 
. R. 8335, providing that persons honorably dis- 
charged from the military or naval service shall be pre- 
ferred for appointment to civil offices. Several umm 

portant bills were acted upun adversely. On motion of 
the chairman, a resolution was adopted directing mem- 
bers of the committee to appear bef re the Senate 
Appropriatiuns Committee, and request that an amend - 
ment be inserted in the Army bill to extend the benent 
of section 3692 of the Revised Statutes, relative to 
the sale of Army supplies, to military Homes. 

A sub committee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on Tuesday reported tu the full committee a 
bill providing for the appropriation of the $400,000 for 
the relief of the officers and crews of the United States 
sloop of war Cumberland and the United States 
steamer Monitor, engaged in action with the Confed- 
erate steamer Merrimac, in Hampton Roads, on March 
8 and 9, 1862.

THE DYNAMITE GUN. 


Tue New York Sun of May 21 says : 


Tewfik Pasha, Turkish Minister to the United States, and six 
other gentlemen, all in siik hats, climbed a hill at Fort Hamil- 
ton, Tuesday afternoon, to see the dynamite gun gocff. Lieut. 
Zalinski got up on a platform overlooking the Narrows, and 
eered through a glass, A soldier waved a big red flag, and 
another soldier telephoned across the Narrows to Fort Wads- 
worth to see it the way was clear. Everything was al! right, and 
one of the gentlemen in silk hats turmedacrank. The soldier 
with the red flag waved it so violently that everybody dodged. 
But nothing went off. 

Down on the water below was a beautiful white goose witha 
brood of yellow goslings. The mother had been watching the 
proceedings suspiciously, and when she saw the red flag wave 
and the silk hats dodge, she signalled to her children, and they 
all dived below and she after them. When they came up nothing 
had been done. The gentleman was still turning the crank. The 
performance was repeated thrice, and three times more the yel- 
luw family on the water dived. The fourth time the children re- 
fused to dive, and the old Isdy went down alone. Shs stayed as 
long as she could hold her breath. Then she came up, found the 
red flag still waving, and went home. 

The gentlemen on the hill were more patient, and were re- 
warded by seeing the cartridges, which were loaced with sand 
instead of dynamite, go off and hit the target across the Nar- 
rows. Oompressed air is used. 

Next week the gun will be taken to Fort Lafayette, and tried 
there with dynamite at three miles range, with an air pressure 
ot 2,000 pounds to the square inch.

tion will be commenced at once, and the various commands 
placed as nearly as practicable in proper trim for the imme- 
diate execution of orders. As there is a great difference of 
opinion by post commanders concerning the time requisite 
to prepare their commands for the field, as well as to the 
capabilities of their troops on the march, General Schofield 
establishes the following rules: For operations at a distance 
from the post, six hours for preparation, after the receipt of 
orders, are considered sufficient, and will not be exceeded 
without full explanations. Many post commanders will, no 
doubt, reduce this time to four, and even two hours. Sud- 
den emergencies, requiring the use of troops near a post, as 
for example: at a town, Indian agency or reservation, will 
be responded tu at once.

Tie settlement 
contains about 2,000 souls, and is slowly growing. Cattle rais- 
ing is becoming of great importance. There is always an ample 
supply of good Welsh coal in the hulk; the latter can hold 2,000 
tons; I am iuformed that the supply never falls below 500 tons; 
& vessel may go alongside the hulk. The Tinta sailed from San 
Nicbolas March 10; steamed against fresh bead winds and squalls, 
accompapied by rain, to Port Tamar, where she anchored at 5 
P.M., March 11, having been under way al! night. After Port 
Tamar she anchored as tollows: March 12, Dixon Cove; March 
13, Puerto Bueno; March 14, Molyneux Sound; March 16, Port

Sailed March 24 from Port Otway 
for Taicabamus, arriving at 4 a. m., short of coal. The engine has 
perfurmed well, owing in great part to the efforts of Passed Asst. 
Evgineer Hannum. Found the sailing directions and charts ex- 
cellent; of course, buoys need hardly be looked tor.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Gen. Butler, J. M. Davis and Rishard Emmons, tho last 
two representing committees of employees in navy-yaids, ar- 
senals, and upon public works, were before the Joint Coa- 
mittee on Education and Labor, May 16, advocating the pas- 
sage of a bill providicg for the extra payment for work per- 
formed by Government employees ia excess of eight hours a 
day. Gen. Butler advocated the adjudication of all the 
claims in question by the Court of Claims. 
On Wednesday instructions were issued from the War De- 
partment, placing the Barracks at Key West and Fort Tay- 
lor, on Kay West Island, at the disposal of the officer cou- 
manding the naval forces at Key West.

FROM THE ASIATIC STATION. 

Rear Admiral Johu L. Davis reports, under date of Canton, 
China, April 17, 1884, that he transferred his flag to the Monocac 
on the 3d of April. Everything in Canton is perfectly quiet and- 
there is no apprehension of any further trouble 

The claim of Russell and Co., an American firm, for losses sus, 
fained,by fire at thetime of the riot in September last was the 
first paid, doubtless due to the energy of our consul, Mr. Sey- 
mour, and the amicable relations that exist between him and the 
authorities which place him upon a better tooting than any of 
his colleagues. 

The construction of the defences of Canton along the river are 
being pushed with considerable energy. Prince Kung, the lead- 
er of the Cabinet, has been pubiiciy diegraced by the Empress 
regent, which was looked upon as significant of a change ot policy 
that ie one of peace. 

There are at present there besides the Mo y, the Vigilent, 
bearing the flag of Vice Admiral Sir William Doweli, who arrived 
on April 16, from Hong Kong to remain a few days, the British 
gunboat Dainig, the German gunboat Nautilus and the French 
Latin. Not necessary since tranquility has been restored that so 
many vessels should be stationed there, and as it would be desir- 
able for sanitary reasons to visita more healthy place in suumer 
time the Admiral desires to make some arrangement by which 
vessels of difterent oationalities relieve each other. 

Minister Young left Shanghai in the Znterprise on April 13, and 
would visit Hong Kong betore going to the Treaty ports. The 
Admiral would await his arrival at Canton. 

The Alert and Palos still at Shanghai and the Juniata off Roze 
Island, Corea, The Admiral would probably go North in the Zn- 
terprise, visiting the Treaty porte with Minister Young and unless 
detained meet the Zrenion at Corea. 


ANNAPOLIS NOTES. 


Tue mental exsmination of candidates for admission ss 
cadets into the Naval Academy closed Saturday, May 17. 
Out of the 70 applicants that reported for the examination 
35 were re-examined on Monday and Tuesday. Some failed 
in several studies, while others were deficient in only one. 
The physical examination for those who have passed men- 
tally took place on Monday. It is expected between 30 and 
40 of the applicants will be successful. The September ex- 
amination will swell the class to the usual number entering 
each year. It is thought two of the class of graduates of 
1884 will be required to resign from the Navy after receiving 
their certificates of graduation on account of physical disa 

bility. One has defective eyesight and the other heart 
trouble. 

A cadet hop took place on Saturday night. 

The Government steamer Phlox arrived Saturday last with 
three pieces of ordnance for naval cadet practice. 

In response to the Senate resolution of March 3, calling 
for information as to what authority was given the Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy for the reconstruction of the 
Superiatendent’s quarters at the Naval Academy, the Secre- 
tary of the a states that the whole action of the Super- 
intendent met the full approval of the Department. It was 
in exact accordance with the report of the Board of Visitors 
of June 10, 1882, and was the best and most economical 
method of reconstructiog an old and dangerous building. 
The sentiment outside of Congress against the Superintend- 
ent’s judicious action, the Secretary further states, has been 
aroused by hostility growing from the courage and persist- 
ency witL which he has successfully exerted himself to im- 
prove and elevate the character of the Academy as a school 
for the strict military discipline and military education. The 
present condition of the House is not creditable to the Gov- 
ernment, and it is recommended that authboriiy be granted 
to finish it. 

On account of other engagements Senator Miller, of Colo- 
redo, has declined to serve as a member of the Board of 
Visitors to the Naval Academy at Annapolis. Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, has te ken his place.

THE JEANNETTE INVESTIGATION. 


Berogg the Jeannette Committee on Friday last Capt. 
Hempstead, of New London, Conn., who has made two voy- 
ages to the Arctic region, said he would not have taied to 
20 to Wrangell Land if to do so required him to put his ship 
in ice. He would have cruised along the barrier of the ice 
and then cnt a piece in a large flow and place: the ebip in it. 
This was the plan pursued in Greenland waters, itness 
said the Jeannetle was the worst possible model for the ser- 
vice intended, but on objection from counsel this statement 
was ruled out. After the ship went down, witness said the 
course of the retreat should have been a straight one to 
; - nearest main land. This was also ruled out on ob- 

ection. 

Mrs. Emma De Long, widow of Capt. De Long, testified 
that her busband studied the provision liste of other Arctio 
expeditions before selecting the provisions for the J » 
and endeavored to secure the best. His idea was that offi- 
cers and men should fare alike. The route of the expedi- 
tion was chosen by Mr. Bennett after consultation with -Dr. 
Petermann. Witness felt perfectly satisfied that-everything 
was done for the relief of her husband that could be done, 
She had a conversation with Mr. Bennett about the ex - 
tion the day Mr Danenhower reached New York. Mr. - 
nett told her that he heard that very strict discipline was 
enforced on the Jeannetle, but that he wanted the expedition 
to be astrictly military one. He also said that some criti- 
cisms had been made upon Capt. De Long for stopping on 
his way tu the Siberian coast for the purpose of exp 
Bennett Island, but that De Long would not have been the 
man he (Bennett) took bim for if he passed by an undis- 
covered land without examining it. In conclusion, Mr. Ben- 
nett said he considered Capt. De Long’s death the most 
heroic thing he knew of. ‘This closed the testimony, and the 
argument of Judge Arnoux followed. 

Judge Arnoux summed up his case on Monday for the de- 
fence. He argued that the allegations against Oaptain De 
Long and others were unfounded; that the evidence brought 
out by the prosecution was of immaterial consequence, and 
showed only minor personal differences of opinion between 
the men. Captain De Long’s journal was referred to in the 
argument. Mrs. De Long and her little daughter, ten or 
twelve years old, were prese2t. At the reference to the 
journal the former, who had been in daily attendance at the 
committee's meeting, was affected to tears. Judge Arnoux 
described the finding of the book, and eloquently spoke of 
its last entry: ‘‘ Mr. Collins’ is dying.” He continued: 
‘Captain De Long was found frozen before the remains of 
a fire, leaning upon one hand. ‘The other hand rested on his 
side and the palm out turned behind him. The book had 
fallen from his band when the last pathetic entry was made 
in that journal that will®tand as a monument to the dead 
Official’s heroism.”

A RAILWAY IN SOUDAN. 


GeNERAL M. C. Meigs, U. 8. A., writes, May 12, as fol- 
lows to the New York Tribune : 

“ From a newspaper letter of March 15 I extract the fol- 
lowing : ‘In May, 1880, the work of the Mexican Central 
Railway was begua. Ia twenty-six working days 73 miles of 
track were laid. On March 8, 1884, the railroad, 1,225 miles 
long, was completed, and at the rate of nearly nine-tenths 
of a mile for every day.’ From May 8, 1880, to May 8, 1884, 
there were 1,460 days in which 1,225 miles of railroad were 
graded and built, and nota narrow gauge. If a private 
stock company can do this, why canvot the British Govern- 
ment do better? ‘ 

“The country between Suakim and the Nile is a desert, but 
it is not probable that constraction is more difficult there 
than in the conutry between the City of Mexico and the Rio 
Grande at El Paso. Thousands of British ships and sailors 
the telegraph reports idle. Here is a chance to employ them 
in carrying railroad material to Suakim. 

‘* War, and such war carried on at a distance from home, 
furnishes employment and wages for those who remain at 
home. Those who go to the seat of active hostilities go of 
their own desire and free will. Itia easy to be sentimental 
about the suffering in the tield, but their missiou is to save 
from massacre the Egyptian garrisons south of Assouan, 
and from the horrors of the slave trade, worse than slavery 
itself, the whole country to the equator. ‘The British Gov- 
ernment have spent millions in maintaining fleets and armies 
to suppress the slave trade on the coasts of Africa. Here 
they bave the opportunity to relieve distress at home end 
abroad by striking at it in its seat, the centre of this un- 
happy coutinent. . Let’ those who doubt read the compen- 
dinmw Sir Samuel Baker’s ‘ Heart of Africa,’ and Archibald 
Forvee’s ‘Handy Book of the Life of Chinese Gordon.

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EXTRA AND DAILY DUTY. 


Tue clause in the Army Appropriation bill, 1884-1885, 
allowing a per diem of 50 cents extra to enlis'ed men 
detailed on extra duty in the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment as mechanics, artisans, and school-teachers, has 
seemingly stirred up a good deal of feeling throughout 
the Army, judging from correspondence which has 
reached us during the past few days. One correspond- 
ent asks what eztra duty is done by those who are to 
receive the 50 cents, and, in fact, what soldier’s duty do 
they perform in any event? 1st sergeants, he says, re- 
ceive $22 a month, whereas a soldier-mechanic on extra 
duty—likely a recruit—will receive $28. He then asks 
how 18 it that clerks are not recognized as experts, and 
says that he—a company clerk—attends all drills, 
parades, inspections, etc., and is expected to make out 
returns, reports, etc., and have them in readiness 
promptly at the stated times, and yet he receives no 
recoguition. Another correspondent writes in the same 
strain and asks: ‘‘ Is the service of a 1st sergeant worth 
less than the work of athird class painter.” He ex 
presses a doubt whether this new allowance is going to 
improve the Army, and says “‘it is very discouraging for 
& young man to try to become a faithful, reliable, and 
well-instructed soldier. It will be better for him to 
take to the paint-brush, and only handle his musket 
when absolutely required to do so.” He then insists, 
and here we agree with him to some extent, that the 
pay of the non-commissioned officer should always ex- 
ceed that of the private, counting in the extra duty the 
latter may receive. If soldiers are required to do the 
work of mechanics, it is right they should receive some 
additional compensation, if they are sutticiently skilled 
for the work laid out for them. But in all armies 
deference must be shown to the ideal military concep- 
tion. The ideal soldier is not the one who knows how 
to handle the chisel and the saw, but he who is skilled 
in every species of drill, who is rigid and prompt in the 
performance of all military duties, an expert with his 
musket, and a true believer in the articles of war and 
regulations by which he is governed. Everything in 
the military profession should tend to form such a per- 
sonage. But the American Army, kept to the smallest 
limit compatible with its purposes, has to deal some- 
what too much with the intensely practical. The 
amallness in troops of many of our garrisons makes drill 
and other military exercises too often impracticable, 


No attention is paid to anonymous communications, but the 
wishes of contributors as to the use of their names will be 


manual labor on the part of the enlisted men. There 
seems, however, to be no help for it at present, and it 
is much to the credit of post and company comman- 
ders that they are able to make as good a showing ag 
they do. In connection with this subject, we may 
say that it has always scemed to us that the terms 
“extra duty” and “daily duty” are somewhat mis. 
leading. "The ‘‘ duty” of a soldier is that which per. 
tains to the profession of arms. This would also seem 
to be, ordinarily, his daily duty, guards, fatigues, drill, 
target practice, etc. But ‘“‘daily duty,” as understood 
and practiced throughout the Army, is a detail which 
separates, partially at least, the soldier selected for it 
from the ordinary garrison routine. So with “ extra 
duty,” which largely partakes of labor having no im- 
mediate connection with the profession of arms, 
Yet, as a soldier cannot legitimately be required to do 
anything which does not partake of the nature of 
“duty,” terms might well be used in assigning him to 
details of a special nature, which would be more ap. 
plicable than those in use at present. What those terms 
should be seems a fair subject for the consideration of 
those having charge of such matters. 








Various attempts are made in England to account 
for the apparently extraordinary supineness of the Gov- 
ernment in dealing with the critical situation of Gordon 
inthe Sondan. Of late the belief is growing that 
Gladstone is preparing some expedition for the relief of 
Gordon, but that be dare not say so lest he should 
thereby get that hero’s throat eut before the expedition 
could reach him. O'Kelly telegraphs from Assouan 
that it is quite practicable to send a small relief expe- 
dition by water. 

The attack upon the Government has also taken the 
form of a charge that secret efforts are being made to 
subsidize El Mahdi, and to pacify the Soudan by set- 
ting him up as its ruler. A despatch says: ‘‘It is un- 
deniably true that British gold has been secretly used 
in attempts to purchase the allegiance of the Arab 
sheiks all aloog the Upper Nile, and that these attempts 
have been partially successful. All mention of them 
has been sedulously suppressed from the blue books 
and the Egyptian correspondence which has been 
allowed to get tothe public. Itis known, however, 
that Sir Evelyn Baring has persistently favored this 
experiment, and the large amount of gold which Gen. 
Gordon carried with him into the desert is to be ac- 
counted for in no other way. It is now believed that 
the Government has been building its hopes for Gen. 
Gordon’s safety upon the success of these financial ne- 
gotiations, and that it is to these negotiations that Mr. 
Gladstone alluded when he mysteriously referred to the 
efforts then making for General Gordon’s relief, when 
everybody knew that no military expedition for that 
purpose was in progress, or even in preparation.” 

Tus London Standard of April 26, published an arti- 
cle on the Greely Relief Expedition, in which it said: 

‘¢Tast year a rumor reached Europe through the Eski- 
mo at Cape York to the effect that the party had muti- 
nied and murdered their Commander. 
stances, and considering the chronic state of rebellion 
which has distinguished more thanone American Expe- 
dition to the same region, there is nothing impossible 
in this horrible story. But it was rendered in the high- 
est degree improbable by the fact that Cape York is on 
one side of Smith’s Sound, and Lady Franklin’s Bay on 
the other, more than four degrees to the North, and se- 
parated by a wide stretch ef hummocky ice, which 
neither party would be in the least likely to cross.” 
Major H. W. Feilden replying to this in a letter dated 
Woolwich, April 26, said: ‘“‘The American Expedition, 
under the command of Lieutenant Greely, a meritorious 
and scientific officer of the United States Army, con- 
sisted entirely of non commissioned officers and men of 
the same force, specially selected for their character and 
attainments. That these men should mutiny and kill 
their Commanding Officer is most improbable, and the 
mere suggstion of such an outrage is a reflection on the 
Army of the United States which should be at once 
discarded as an idle tale. The information on which 
the rumor originated has a most shadowy foundation.” 
To Major Feilden’s letter the Editor of the Standard 
appended this foot note, which is an aggravation of the 
original offence: “If Major Feilden, before writing 
this letter, had read our article more carefully, he would 
have seen that we not only repudiated the rumor in 
question, but showed its extreme improbability. We 
have no desire to cast reflections upon the United States 
Army, but, considering the notorious circumstance 
connected with Kane’s and Hall’s crews, even mutiny, 

however improbable, was not an impossible contin 


gency.”

A pespatoH from Havana says Aguero has net yet 
been captured and that there are rumors of a contem- 
sated sale of Cuba to the United States. The despatch 
ays: “It is asserted that the horrible state of the 
Cuban Treasury will oblige Spain to sell the island, in 
order to realize a number of millions which it can no 
longer draw out of Cuba. The saviog of $72,000 by 
the suppression of the Sub-Intendancies of the Treas- 
ury, lately decreed by the Minister of the Colonies, is 
like a drop of water to the sea. These Sub-Intendan- 
cies were created only three months ago. The con- 
templated reduction of the estimates for expenses to 
$27,000,000 is merely nominal, for with every exertion 
the Government has never been able to collect a larger 
sum forincome.” We are already indebted to Spain 
foralarge portion of our existing territory, but we 
doubt whether she is any longer in the ceding or the 
selling mood. In 1819 we obtained Florida from her, 
andin that year the boundaries of immense territory 
west of the Missirsippi, known as the Province of Lou- 
isiana, were defined by a treaty with Spain, and she 
conceded our right to the Oregcn country, which rignt 
was afterwards recognized by England in the treaty of 
1846 as extending te the 50th parallel, after considera- 
ble bluster on our part about ‘‘54° 40’ or fight.” 








Tue recent experience of Major Whipple, of the Pay 
Department of the Army, shows the importance of 
exercising greater care in the management of escorts 
for public funds. Crowding a number of soldiers 
together into an ambulance with a paymaster’s safe, and 
letting them ride along in a happy-go-lucky way is not 
using them as an escort. Major Whipple’s experience 
shows of how little use they are when thus employed. 
By a fortunate accident the major escaped with his 
treasure, but the unhappy sergeant in command of the 
guard sacrificed his life to this imprudence. 

An escort, under such circumstances, should be so dis- 
posed that they are separated from the conveyance 
carrying the treasure, sufficiently to enable them to 
keep it within view and at the same time act promptly 
for its defence. At all pointsin the road, especially 
favoring an attack, it is well to bult the ambulance and 
throw out the men of the escort as skirmishers, to make 
sure that the road is clear before proceeding. This may 
seem to be an excess of caution, but it is to be re- 
membered that the demand for an escort at all presup- 
poses danger, and if there be danger the proper pre- 
cautions should be taken to provide against it. It is 
not at all likely that any roa! agents who may be out 
for business will send forward a flag of truce to open 
begotiations, and every care should be taken to 
prevent asurprise. Thisis not the first time that our 
paymasters have been stopped on the highway with 
their treasure chests, and though we are not sufficiently 
familiar with the details of these attacks to speak posi- 
tively, we are confident that they have been the result 
of the neglect of the precautions we have suggested, 
and which we know have been taken by prudent officers 
in other cases. 








Tae Court of Claims on Monday dismissed the claim 
and counter claim in the longevity pay case of ist 
Lieutenant J. H. McBlair. This disposes se far as the 
Court of Claims is concerned of all the Army cases 
which involved the question of the right of the Execu- 
live to reinstate an officer in the service. What other 
officers would be affected by the decision made by the 
Court of Claims cannot be ascertained at present. The 
canes differ in some minor details, and cannot be 
*pplied to other officers without danger of error. As 
some of the cases have been appealed to the Supreme 
Court it is probable that the War Department will net 
take any further action until they are definitely and 
finally settled by the Supreme Court.

Tue Legislative, Executive and Judicial Appropria- 
tion bill was reported to the House: from the Aprro- 
priation Committee on Monday. The uppropriations 
for the War and Navy Departments recommended by 
the Committee on this bill are about the same as last 
year. There is a decrease of $1,240.09 in the total 
appropriation for the War Department and an increase 
in that for the Navy of $8,900. Of this latter sum 
$1,520 is appropriated for additional help in the State, 
War and Navy Department Building under Chief Enyi- 
neer Henry L. Snyder, and $6,100 added to the regular 
appropriation for contingent and miscellaneous expenses 
for the Navy Department. A proviso appears in the 
bill repealing the act of August 5, 1882, appointing an 
Assistant Secretary of War. These are the only items 
of any interest to the Army and Navy. 








LizvTeNnaNTt GENERAL SuEEIDAN, 10 selecting Gen. 
J. C. Kelton, U. 8. A., to conduct the Army rifle com- 
petitions at Fort Leavenworth in October next, has put 
the right man in the right place. No officer of. our 
Army has given more attention to target practice mas- 
ters during the past few years than Gen. Kelton. 








A Borvrato correspondent writes: ‘‘The departure 
of the 10th Infantry from Fort Porter causes great re- 
gret to many of us. Colonel Mizrer, the commandant, 
his quartermaster Lieutenant Stiles, and the company 
officers generally, have proved themselves officers and 
gentlemen, and the men have as a rule been well be- 
haved and orderly. We shall welcome their successors 
of the 28d, and trust to find them as good a set of fel- 
lows as their departing comrades of the 10th.” 








Tue House Appropriation Committee declined to 
insert the provision in the Legislative bill offered by 
the Military Committee providing for the appointment 
of retired officers of the Army as special pension ex- 
aminers, giving them while so acting the full pay of 
their rank. This action was based upon recommenda- 
tions from the Commissioner of Pensions, who doubts 
the fitness of retired Army officers for such duty, and 
says such appointments should be made from persons 
who have a thorough knowledge of pension and other 
laws. Another attempt will probably be made to have 
the provision inserted in the bill when it comes up for 
discussion in the House.

Tue last meeting of the season of the Military Ser- 
vice Institution was held on Wednesday, and was in 
some respects a gala day, friends of members being ac- 
corded free access to the meeting, which was liberally 
taken advantage of, especially by the ladies, of whom 
a large nuraber were present. Previous to the regular 
meeting, a meeting of the Executive Council was held, 
General J. B. Fry presiding. Captain Geo. F. Price, 
5th Cavalry, was elected treasurer, vice Captain Catlin, 
resigned. Major-General Hancock presided over the 
regular meeting, which was opened by Captain Feasen- 
den, 5th Artillery, reading a paper by Surgeon J. R.

Tae Naval Rations Board will complete and submit 
its report to the Secretary of the Navy in time for pub- 
lication next week. Just now the Board is considering 
what percentage of commutation and surrender they 
will recommend. An increase over that allowed by 
existing regulations has been decided upon, but just 
what amount is stilla matter of argument. No increase 
will be recommended in the quantity of the rations, 
but a substitute for some of the articles now furnished 
will be pronounced desirable. Some changes in the 
methods of packing will also be recommended. 








Tsz Army Ordnance Department are now manufac- 
turing a corrugated (rough) straight trigger for the rifle 
aod carbine, giving more room in front for a two finger 
pull, and a great advantage, avoiding the pull off with 
one finger, as occurs with many in firing. 








FirrEzN months ago the U. 8. 8. Ashuelot was lost 
by striking a rock off the Lanwek Islands, Coast of 
China. As yet no relief has been given by Congress to 
the officers and crew of that vessel. An old law of 
Congress ajlows each officer a month’s pay and to each 
man $100. In the case of officers this sum is so 
small, and does not generally begin by one-tenth to 
cover their losses, that it is more insulting than remu- 
nerative. The precedent set in the case of the Huron 
has been followed by the Jeannette, but as yet the 
Navy Department does not seem to care to do anything 
for the Ashuelot. A patient Court of Inquiry, followed 
by a Court-martial, rightly dismissed the commander of 
the Ashuelot from the Naval Service, and it is to be 
hoped we will hear of no more special Congressional 
legislation in his case. As he is out of the service he 
has no more uniforms, etc., to buy, and he can get the 
relief which the old act of Congress mentioned affords. 

Take the case, however, of the other officers of this 
ill-fated vessel. The losses of the ward room officers, 
we hear, were exceptionally heavy, and ranged from 
$2,000 to $7,000 earch. The steerage officers, also, lost 
each from $1,000 to $2,000 worth of effects. One 
officer, who was detached four days before the wreck, 
and sent sick to Hong Kong, had nothing sent with 
him but a change of clothes. He lost everything else 
by the sinking of the vessel. 

A naval officer’s outfit is most expensive, and as they 
generally carry all they possess, besides valuable pro- 
fessional libraries and valuable papers, the losses are 
not small in cases of wreck, and none of them ever in- 
sure. It is doubtful if insurance companies would 
insure them; but they would all be prudent to expend 
afew dollars yearly in case such insurances can be 
effected. The case of the Ashuelot was a hard one, 
and we hope Congress will take some action in reim- 
bursing them. The Navy Department might make a 
move in their behalf, as the officers and crew are atill 
abroad ; and then a year’s pay should really be given 
to the families of the eleven men who were lcst. 
There should be a board at Washington—say the Ex- 
amining or Retiring Board—to which officers cou'd 
send their claims to be audited in case of wreck, and 
they should have power to recommend repayment by 
the Treasury Department without any further Congres- 
sional action. This is done by the British Admiralty, 
who are most prompt in such cases. 








Tue six-inch gun which has been tested at Anna- 
polis has filled all the requirements, and is considered 
the finest gun of its kind in the world. _It will shortly 
be brought to the Washington Navy Yard, fitted to its 
carriage aud sent to the Dolphin. The Tallapoosa is 
on her way to the Washington Navy Yard with the 
material for the 10-inch guns forthe monitors. Every- 
thing is in readiness at the yard to put it in hand and 
begin the construction immedistely. Preparations are 
being made at the Washington Navy Yardto commence 
the construction of a wire wound gun. This wili be the 
first of that kind ever built in this country. It is to be 
mad of both American steel and American sleel wire. 








Tre Gun Foundry Board has adjourned to meet at 
the call of the President, after dividing into two com- 
mittees, one of the Army members to prepare plans 
and estimates for the proposed foundry at Watervliet, 
and the other of the Navy members for the foundry at 
the Washington Navy-yard. A letter requesting pro- 
posals from steel manufacturers for gun material was 
prepared and the chairman authorized to send copies of 
the same to all leading steel manufacturers in the 





country. 
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Tue Secretary of the Navy has addressed a letter to 
the House of Representatives recommending the con- 
struction of a vessel, guo and torpedo in accordance 
with the plans of Captain John Ericsson. 








Tue Goverument on Wednesday withdrew the ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court from the Court of Claims in 
the case of Geneial M. C. Meigs. 








Tr is understood that, at the suggestion of the Equip- 
ment Board, the Ordnance Department has made e 
carbine two inches longer than the present one, giving 
at 1,000 yards results con.paring favorably with those 
of the rifle. The other equipments will have to be tried 
before the Board can come to any decided result. It 
is urged the pistol be abandoned, as more dangerous 
to friend than foe, and the sabre retained.

AMERICAN REPORT OF THE BOMBARDMENT 
OF ALEXANDRIA. 


Miss Fanny Stone contributes to the ‘‘Century” for 
Juoe, the ‘Diary of an American Girl in Cairo During 
ube War of 1882.” It is a daily record of the experiences 
of Mrs. and Miss Stone frum July 6, 1882, to August 
22, a period which includes the bombardment of Alex- 
audria, and the events immediately following it. Ac 
companying the diary is an introductory letter from 
Gea. Stone, in which he holds the British authorities to 
a severe reckoning for their course at Alexandria. He 
says: 

**] felt that it was probable that the British Admiral 
would eventually bombard Alexandria, but I could not 
conceive that be could bombard an open scapoit after 
haviag proclaimed that he entered its harbor ‘as a friend,’ 
—certainly not without giving such clear and timely notice 
that the thousands of Europeans residing in the interior 
cities (to whom no notice was given) would have an op- 
portunity to leave; for he and all the British authorities 
ioust have known perfectly well that the bombardment 
of alexandria by any European fieet would cause the 
@ :raged inhabitants to wreak vengeance on all Europeans 
who might be in the country, of whatever nationality. 

“To my astonishment the notice of only twenty tour 
hours was given, and that notice was g‘ven late in the 
afternoon of the 9th of July, after the departure from 
Cairo of the last train on that day for Alexandria. At 
the same time the foreign war ships and ships of refuge 
were adviser! to quit the harbor at noon on the 10th / 

‘This barbarous disregard, on the part of the British, 
of the lives of citizens of all other nationalities caused 
me, as well us thousands of otbers, fearful anxiety, and 
caused the horrible death of scores of Europeans— 
French, Germans, Austrians, and Italians. 

‘During the day of the 9th of July, the palace of Ras- 
el-Tin was thronged with European officials of high 
grade. Even after the announcement of bombardment 
the English Consul-General, the English Postmaster- 
General (of Ezypt), the Eaglish Collector of Customs, 
anc the high fuoctionaries of the various admuinistra- 
tions were quietly eating their dinners a. d suppers in 
the cily they were about to bombard, and jokingly 
discussing the probable effect of the heavy gun prac- 
tice, apparently not thinking of or caring for the women 
aod children of vationalities other than British in the 
interior. All British subjects bad been carefully sent 
away.” 

Gen. Stone states that finding the bombardment in- 
evitable he placed his son, who was with him, on board 
the U. 8. 8. Lancaster while he attended to his duties 
as an officer of the Khedive, consumed meanwhile with 
avxiety for the safety of his wife and daughter who 
were 120 miles in the interior. Their experiences there 
are related by Miss Stone in her diary. Gen. Stone 
says: 

‘Then came the British occupation of Alexandria, 
aod the campaign against Arabi. During this campaign 
Luid allof which | was capable to aid the allies of 
the Khédive; well koowiog that while such was my 
daty, yet the performance of that duty, day by day, 
and act by act, must necessarily add to the dangers 
clustering around my family in their isolation. In my 
position every act was, of course, well known aad con- 
spicuous to the enemies of the Kbédive. 

* This situation continued for my family and my- 
s-if until the 8ih day of August, when I had the hap- 

iness of receiviug them on bvard the Dakalieh, at 

ort Suid. 

*Tois happy result was due priucipally to the 
prompt decision of Commander Whitehead, United 
S.ates Navy, who, not fearing totake upon himself 
responsibility when an American family was in danger, 
promptly acceded to my request to enter the Suez 
caval, and at Ismailia to demaud of the authoriiies at 
Cairo that the family should be brought there and de- 
livered to him on the deck of the U. 8. ship Quinne-

‘* Means were taken to cause information of bis re- 
solve t> reach the ears of Arabi, and be acted before 
being subjected to a demand in the name of the U. 8.

Government would have been spared the frightful re- 
 ongrome / which now weighs upon them of causing 
horrible death of European men, women and 
children, who perished miserably in the ioterior, and of 
hundreds of —— women and children who per- 
ished in the bombardment and in the panic flight from 
the hastily bombarded town. 
** During the so-called ‘ massacre’ of June 11, 1882, 
in Alexandria, European men were struck down by the 
infuriated populace, but not a woman or child was in- 
jured, During the Christian bombardment of Alexan- 
dria scores of ptian women and children perished, 
and their husbands, brothers and fathers wreaked ven- 
geance, a little later, on the innocet and helpless Eu- 
ropeans at Tantah and Mehallet-el-Kebir.” 








RECENT DEATHS. 


Cou. John Francis Hamtranck Claiborne, who died vear 
Natchez, Miss., May 17, in his seventy-fifth year, was the 
eldest sonzof Gen. Ferdinand Leigh Claiborne, who served 
in the U. 8. Army from 1793 to 1802, and was afterwards a 
brigadier general of militia and volunteers, and served with 
distinction in the war of 1812. Col. Claiborne attained much 
distinction as a politician, journalist, and historian, and 
r presented Mississippi for several terms in Congress. Hg 
only son, Willie H. Claiborne, served in the Oonfederate 
Army during the war, and died of wounds received in 
action. 

A VETERAN soldier of the U. 8. Army, Ordnance Sergeant 
William Marshall, died at Fort Mackinac, Mich., May 16. He 
enlisted in Co. A, 5th U. 8. Infantry, August 12, 1823, 
served through the Florida and Mexican Wars, and from 
Sergeant of Co. B, 2d U. 8. Iofantry, was appointed Ord- 
nance Sergeant February 18, 1848 He joined for duty at 
fort Mackioac, April 8, 1848, and there he has remained un- 
til hls death, faithful and true to his military obligations. 
Commanper Samvuen Macaw, a veteran officer of the 
Navy, on the retired list, dived at his residence in Washinog- 
ton, D. C., May 19, of apoplexy. He was born in Pennsyl- 
vanis and appointed a Midshipman from that State Novem- 
ber 23 1811, He was promoted Passed Midshipman, August 
10, 18i7, commis*ioned Lieutenant in i855 and Lieutenant- 
Commander 1862. With this rank he served throughout the 
rebeliion, for most of the war commanding the steamer 
Commodore Read, of the Potomac flotilla. At one period, 
while Commodore Harwood commanded the Navy-yard at 
Washington, Lieutenant Oommander Magaw acted as senior 
officer afloat, and he received highly commendatory letters 
from Generals Burnside and Hovker for assistance and ser- 
vices rendered them while attached to the Potomac flotilla. 
He commanded the steamer Lenapee, North Atlantic Squad- 
ron, in 1865, and the steamer Tallapoosa, Gulf Squadron, 
1866.

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“(HE ATTACK ON PAYMASTER WHIPPLE. 


ex C. H. Wurppre, U. 8. A., gives the following 
ams of the recent attack upon his party by road agents 
while on @ pay tour in Montana, to which we referred last 
ar left Glendive, Montana, at 9 o'clock, May 15. Our 
was composed of myself, my clerk, Mr. Such, and Ser- 
eant Conrad, who was in command of my escort, which was 
made up of three men with two drivers, Mr. Such and I oc- 
copied the rear seat of the ambulance. Sergeant Conrad 
and the driver were on the front seat, while the others rode 
jn the wagon immediately behind. Contrary to my usual 
csotion I had placed my money. $20,000, in the amLulance. 
About 230P. M., a8 we were driving guietly up through a 
deep. ravine road, about four miles this side of Burns's 
ranch, I heard rapid firing. I looked out and saw Sergeant 
Conrad firing. At the left was a party of masked men, seven 
jn number, who had opened a murderous fire upon us with- 
outa word of warniog. Three of the seven men were firing 
directly into our ambulance. The fire was returned by the 
Sergeant in the brave-t and most gallant manner. At an 
early stage of the action, however, he received two mortal 
wounds, but coutinued to fire until the loss of blood so 
weakened him that he could no longer hold his rifle, 

“About this time the driver received a scalp wound and 
fell down from his wagon. Then Mr. Such and I jamped 
out. One of the mules was wounded and the team, becum 
jog frightened, ran away with the ambulance, which con- 
tained the dying sergeant and my money. Mr. Such and I were 
kept under 4 heavy fire, and our escape was miraculous. 
Fearing that the highwaymen would capture the ambulance, 
limmediately started in pursuit of it. I waa successful in 
overtaking the mules, and climbed into the ambulance, aud 
the sergeant died in my arms about twenty minutes after 
being shot. I reached Scott’s ranch, about eight miles from 
the rcene of the murderous attack, safely. In the meantime, 
Mr. Such and the ambulance driver were covered by the rifles 
of the highwaymen and were forced to return to the escort 
wagon. Private Birch, L, 7th Cav., was badly wounded in the 
arm while raising his carbine for a second shot. The villains 
began to search the excort, keeping the men and Mr. Such 
covered. Their search was fruitless. They seemed disap- 

inted, and began to search the men and Mr. Such. They 
found a little tobacco un one of the men, and from Mr. Such 
they took about $20 and a watch, which they returned. 

“ After destroying the carbines they ordered the driver to 
his seat and allowed the party to goon. Upon my arrival at 
Scott's I sent my courier to Fort Buford for a surgeon and 
additional escort, as we fully anticipated an attack before 
the night. Upon receipt of the intelligence General Whistler 
ordered Mejor Bell, of the 7th Cavalry, to start with his 
troops. He made a forced night march and reached us at 4 
o'clock in the morning, greatly to our relief, we having been 
on guard duty all night. Major Bell has instructions to do 
everything in his power to capture the band. He has taken 
with him three Indian escorts and aninterpreter. Sergeant 
Aquilla Conrad leaves a family at Miles City. Montana. He 
was a gallant non-commissioned officer. He served uncer 
Caster in the Indian Territory, and received a medal of honor 
for gallant service in the Wood Mountain engagement 
against Crazy Horse.” 

This is confirmed by a despatch received at the War De- 
partment from Gen. Whistler at Fort Snelling, who says 
alao; “Mejor Bell, with his troop, Lieut. Maney, 15th In- 
fantry and three Indian scouts are now in search of the rob- 
bers, having reached Scott's, by a forced march, at daylight 
this morning. Asst, Surgeon Johnson brought a 
Conrad’s body, and Private Birch of Troop L, whois badly 
wounded. The gallantry of Sergeant Courad and Private 

irch, is deserving of the highest praise.” 








THE SWAIM COURT OF INQUIRY. 


In the Swaim Oourt of Inquiry, May 16, Mr. Bateman, 
who was recalled by Mr, Chandler, testified that, in his con 
vereation with Gen. Swaim,on the day after his (Bateman’s) 
charges had been made tothe Secretary of War, no refer- 
ence had been made tothe Morrow pay accounts, orto the 
churges referred to, but not specified, in the latter part of 
Witness’s letter to the Secretary. He said he had been 
notified by Mr. Perker and Gen. Swaim and by Mr. Hum- 
phreys, that the due bill about which the trouble arose had 
been surrendered to Parker by Humphreys. He narrated 
the story of Gen. Swaim’s alleged threat to ‘‘equeeze” the 
bankers at the War Department about Morrow’s account in 
auswer to & request from the court for a circumstantial 
statement of that affur. Swaim, he said, was in his office, 
and said to him: *‘ Now Bateman, if Cooke and the rest of 
a chip in and help me out in what Morrow owes me, 

will squeeze him at the War Department so that there 
Won't none of you get anything.” He (witness) then said to 
§waim that he thought that that remark was the meanest he 
had ever beard a white man make ; that he (Swaim) had first 
involved him (witness), a personal friend, in the debt, and 
Was now trying to cut the last chance he (witness) had of 
getting bis money, unless he (the witness) paid him (Swaim) 
this $100. Swaim, witnees said, then said something about 
the accounts not being frauduient, and lett the office and 
Went tothe War Department. Mr. Bateman was then asked 
if, since the publication of the letter of the Secretary of 
War to the Presi jent in reference to this case, he ( Bateman) 
dad ever been approached, directly or indirectly, by anyone 
in the interest of Gen. Swaim, ro persuade him (witness) 
from going any further in tbis investigation. He replied 
that, on the day after that letter was published, Mr. Parker 

led to see him, and said that he (Parker) had just been

Bateman replied that all he wished to 
do was to protect his lank. The witness suggested that the 
matter be left to arbitration, and Mr. Bateman having said 
he was willing, he (the witness) went to see Gen. Swaim and 
brought the two men together, when the agreement as to the 
withdrawal of suit on the due bill, its surrender to him, (the 
witness,) and the withdrawal of the charges against Swaim 
was drawn up and signed. The witness had not heard any re- 
ference made in this interview between Bateman and Swaim 
to Col. Morrow's pay accounts, or to any other charges made 
by Bateman against Swaim referred to in the last paragraph 
of Bateman’s letver to the Secretary of War. On the day fol- 
lowing this interview the dae bill in dispute was surrendered 
to the witness and remaioed in bis possession until turned 
over by him to the Judge-Advocate of this court. The wit- 
ness was then questioned by the court as to his recollection 
of the conversation which took place, in his office, between 
Gen. Swaim and Mr. Bateman, in which it is alleged that 
Gen. Swaim threatened to ‘‘aqueeze” Morrow at the War 
Department if the bankers did not help him (Swaim) out, 
but he could recollect nothing of the kind. At the time the 
witness went tosee Gen, Swaim about Col. Morrow’s pay 
accounts, at Mr. Bateman’s request, Gen. Swaim understood 
distinctly from him (the witness) that Col, Morrow had 
passed fraudulent pay vouchers into the bank. In the con- 
versation between Gen. Swaim and Mr. Bateman in his (the 
witness's) office, in which there was talk of a court-martial 
of Col. Morrow by Gen. Swaim, he (Swaim) said that ifa 
court-martial occurred there would be a total loss of all the 
accounts against Morrow. When the interview closed Mr. 
Bateman was very much excited, because he thought Swaim 
had talked of his having a claim against Morrow. 

T W. Tallmadge, an attorney who represented D’Antrui 
in the prosecution of claims before the French and Americsn 
Claims Commission, was called by the defence and testified 
to his indorsements on the claim which was purcha:ed by 
Bateman and Co, for Gen. Swaim, 

The Court met again on Wednesday. After the record of 
the Jast day’s session had been read, Mr. Calkins, counsel for 
the defence, asked that the counsel be allowed to submit 
their arguments witbout reading them to the Court. Mr. 
Chandler demurred to this, stating that he had not seen or 
heard read the argument of the defence, and that the usual 
course was for the defence to submit their argument, and 
the other side to close. On a statement by Mr. Calkins that 
he was obliged to be present at the session of the House 
of Representatives, Mr. Chandler waived his objection and 
the arguments were submitted without having been read. 
The court-room was then cleared and the Court went into 
secret session to consider the case. 

The secret session lasted several hours, in the course of 
which the Court agreed upon a report and then adjourned 
sine die. The report will be held antil the return of the 
Secretary of War. A associated press despatch from Wash- 
ington says: ‘It is understood that a Court-martial is re- 
commended.”’

Owing to the fact that it 
was a very bright day, the men firing at the 500 yard range were 
unable to distioguish the imperfect traps, and the shot. was fired 
wherewith Private Costello met his death. 

Tue deceased received the bullet in his back as he was about to 
change the color of the marker, and died in afew minutes. He 
leaves a wife and three children to mourn hisioss. — aa:

THE PRE SIDIO OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


In February last Gen. Pope wrote to the Adjutant General 
of the Army referring to the importance a3 a military pos- 
session and position of the Presidio of San Francisco, and 
recommendin: that the whole military force in the harbor, 
except a guard for the prison at Alcatraz Island, be estab- 
lished at the Presidio. He submitted the necessary plans 
and estimates, the total amouating to about $250,000. Gen. 
Drum in submitting the papers to General Sneridan said : 
“This project cf General Pope is in accordance with the 
views of General Schofield, his predecessor in command of 
the Pacific Division, and those of Generali Sherman, then 
commanding the Army.’”’ General Sheridan in turn submit- 
ted the papers to the Secretary of War approving the pro- 
position except as so the withdrawal of the garrison at Be- 
nicia, saying the only arsenal the Government has on the 
Pacific coast, and a garrison should remain there to protect 
it. He said he had no objections to the removal of the gar- 
rison at Black Point, and Fort Mason and all the garrison 
at Angel Island save one company. Secretary Lincola, 
March 12, 1884, submitted the matter. to Congress through 
the President, saying: ‘‘The concentration at this point 
(Presidio) cf the bulk of the troops on the Pacific coast 
meets with my approval, and I respectfally request that the - 
sum named may be appropriated at the present session of 
Congress to provide the additional accommodations re 
quired.” 


STEWARDS OF THE MEDICAL DEPAR TMENT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Tae hospital stewards of the Army hope and pray that the 
present Congress may nut forget the stewards of the Medical 
Department. 

The House Military Committee on the 12th of June, 1882, 
nnarimouely (and on the recommendation of the Surgeon- 
General, U. 8. A.), voted to increase the pay of this very 
important and responsible position to $50 monthly, and ac 
companied their recommendation by a very strong report in 
its favor. The bill. however, never left the Committe of 
the Whole House; if it had its passage was assured. 
Senate Military Committee has several times favorably scted 
on measures looking to our better condition but as yet we 
are without the hoped for relief. Our position is daily in- 
creasing in importance and responsibility, and now that we 
are to have post quartermaster sergeants at $40, it is rather 
discouraging to still attend to the most responsible duties 
performed by any enlisted grade, and remain iu pay inferior 
to allour equals in rank, warrant, and privilege. We hope 
that some of our many good friends in the Army and in 
Congress, will see our case has fair consideration at this 
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formations, 


Some of the advantages of these formations appear at a 
glance: While in street riot order protection to the flanks 
is afforded while passing intersected streets; repeated 
changes of fronts so that one company or division is not re- 
quired to bear the whole brunt of the resistance, as the 
changes occur as often as it becomes necessary to protect 
the flanks. Frequent separation of the mob is secured, 
even if but temporary ; this would be of vast asuistance in 
quelling the riot, besides affording a means of escape for 
many innocent people. The piece is in such a position, 
clutched firmly by both hands that it can be used as a pow- 
erful pushing lever, at the same time be ready for charge 
bayonets or firing, or to use the butt as explained in the 
bayonet exercise, and continuous advance on the main body 
is provided for, and the simplicity of the “street riot or- 
der,” as it can be formed from “ flanked column order,” 
column of fours, column of companies, or column of divis- 
ions, etc., etc., is seen. Artillerycan be employed without

THE STATE TROOPS. 


FORMATION FOR STREET FIGHTING. 


As a very considerable demand has arisen of late for Gen. 
Brownell’s little work entitled “Formation for Street Riot 
Duty,” the general has issued a new and revised edition 
which has been placed in our bands for sale at a nominal 
price. This system of formation for street riot duty was 
originally prepared in 1878 when Gen. Brownell was incom- 
mand of the 47th Regiment of Brooklyn. The drill of his 
regiment by it attracted great attention, and was witnessed, 
among others, by Gen. Emory Upton, the author of the U. 
8. Tactics, who gave the system his cordial endorsement. 
A full account of the drill he witnessed, which tuvok place in 
the streets of Brooklyn in 1880, appeared in the Jovrwat of 
Nov. 20, 1880. Gen. Brownell printed severa] hundred copies 
of the original drill for gratuitous distribution. It is in re- 
sponse to repeated calls that this second edition is published, 
and it will be sent by mail, prepaid, on receipt of thirty cents.

On Thursday, May 8th, the real contest of the Interstate 
Drill began.

Tue struggle for 
first place, due to the surpassing!y fine inspection, and the excel- 
lent 1 of the Houst was almost a hopeless one from the 
beginning of the evolutions. Spite of their splendid manoeuver- 
ing it was not possible for the Tredways to make up their defi- 
ciencies, and hence they were accorded second place. By almost 
universsl consent, to the Houston Light Guards the meed of vic- 
tory was cheerfully awarded. 

The judges selected were Lieuts. W. E. Birkhimer, B. H. Ran- 
dolph and C. B. Satterlee, 3d Artillery. The programme was 
originally made up at West Point, but required material modifi- 
cation which was done by the judges, For infantry it embraced 
the manual of arms and the school of the company. For artil- 
lery the manual of the piece and the mechanical mancuvres 
were included, It was such as to teat the qualities of a first-class 
organization. 

Each captain was given his programme one hour before he was 
to drill, Each captain agreed by his certificate not to witness the 
drill of companies preceding bis in his own arm, nor could he 
drill or instruct nor allow his company to be drilled or in- 
structed in any movement of the programme before entering 
the field for the competition. Rules and regulations appertain- 
ing toand governing the drill were drawn up by the Board of 
Judges and published by the superintendent for the guidance of 
all concerned. These rules were law and were made rigidly 
binding, All violations were a positive disadvantage to the com- 
pavy committing the error. 

Due preparation was made beforehand for taking errors, indi- 
vidual and tactical, and omissions and extra movements, accu- 
rate lists of all possible errors likely to be made being tabulated.

These 
distributed over the ground at one time, with skirmish 
intervals, soon proved that space would prove in- 
sufficient unless every nook and corner was util- 
ized, and as the lay of the ground was at first not 
properly understood, some confusion was occasioned in the 
beginning of the drill. This was one difficulty, but after 
some manouvring, experience taught the remedy, the com- 
mands spread over the entire slopes, and they were after a 
while manwuvred so as not to interfere with each other. 
The other difficulty, more serious and not so readily over- 
come, was one which will remain until outdoor exercises be- 
come the rule instead of the exception. Armory intervals 
(one yard) and lack of practice in judgiug distances on the 
part of the men showed their usual effect, and the first de- 
ployments were a failure in a greater or less degree in every 
company. It might have been more advisable for each com- 
peor commander to have begun with deployment by the 
flank, in order to give the men the proper idea of three or 
five yards intervals, but in nearly every case the command 
for deployment to the front was given at once. The fours 
failed to oblique sufficiently, at the command halt there was 
no room to deploy, the men ran into each other, interfered 
with other commands, became excited, and for a while con- 
fasion got the beiter of regularity. Tne defects in most 

cases were not the consequence of ignorance of the drill, 

because we have seen the same compauies perform identical

10 A. R., 1881, which places them 
jo grade 14, and says they shall take rank in each grade by date of 
¢ * sppointment or warrant. 


J. F. B. says: Please explain the condition of a bill 
io Congress which is with the Committee of the Whole House on 
the State of the Union, Ans.— The rules of the House prescribe 
that any bill involying an appropriation of money shall be re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole House on the State of the 
sion. The whole House is simply converted into a committee 
temporarily, wherein measures are open to debate and amend- 
ment under the five minutes rule. In other words, it is au in- 
termediate boéy between the committee from which a bill is re- 
ported and the House proper, organized for the purpose of fuller 
consideration, aud where amendments can be made before Anal 
action is taken by the House, A bill adopted by the Committee 
of the Whole is regarded as practically passed by the House. 


D. McD. asks: ‘‘ Are there any recruits East for the 
oth U.S. Infantry, and if so, when will they be sent to the regi- 
ment?’ Ans.—There are no recruits East under orders to be sent 
to the 24th Intantry, nor are there likely to be any for some 


time. 

GrapvaTe.—Officers of the Army or Navy who were 
cadets at the Military or Naval Academy during the war, 1861 to 
1863, are eligible to admission to the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion, the Congress of the Order having adupted a resolution 
to that effect.

Ata tik between several Cavalry companies, held in 
this city recently, the cuts and thrusts were as folloas: 1. Low 
bad to be taken with “right cut’’ against Infantry. 2. Ring 
tobe taken with “‘ quarte point.”” 3. Head with left cut against 
Cavalry. 4. Ring with tierce point. 5. Head with right cut 
sgsinst Cavalry. The rules prescribed that all cuts and thrusts 
were to be finished with a “ moulinet’’, according to Upton’s 
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be thrown from sabre with an ard throw of arm, making 
moulinet upward and ward, or should point of sabre be 
dropped, wakiug moulinet downward? Ans.—Upton’s Tactics 
prescribe that all cute when not executed by the motions are 
terminated bya Aalf moulinet. Thruets are not terminated in 
this manner, except in disengaging the sabre from the ring in the 
riding academy, and in this case no rule is laid down in tactics. 
A proper and the easiest method would be to throw the ring from 
the sabre, with a‘ right moulinet’’ from a “,quarte point,” and 
with a “‘leit moulinet” when the ring is taken at a “ tierce 
point.”” An upward and backward throw of the arm would be 
more difficult and does not conform to the tactical method of 
executing the moulinets. 


Nutmeg State asks when a company of men are 
lounging about under arms waiting for the command ‘fall ia,” 
and an officer passes through their midst and the command at- 
tention ! is given, is it necessary for each man to come to a carry 
arms and make the sergeant’s salute as he passes, or would it be 
sufficient to stand at attention without saluting. And should 
the officer keep continually answering the salute while passing 
through their midst? 2. In the Army if a soldier re-enlists with- 
in three months’ time from the date of his discharge, he re- 
ceives re-enlistment pay; ip the Marine Corps the limit is thirty 
days; willa marine discharged from the corps receive re-enlist- 
ment pay, if he re-enlists in the Army within three months from 
the date of his discharge from the corps? Ans,—1. Each man 
makes the sergeant’s salute whether attention is commanded or 
not. The officer need not return each individual salute sepa- 
rately, but he should be careful to regulate bis ackuowledg- 
ment so as to be certain that no individual has been overlooked. 
It depends how much the mep are scattered, and common sense 
will prove the best guide. 2. There is no law or regulation gov- 
erning the Army which prescribes that a man re-enlisting witbia 
three months from date of discharge shall receive re-enlistment 
pay. 

G. G. says: Tama married man with family, have 
served as such one enlistment, and two re-enlistments as com- 
missary sergeant. My term of present re-enlistment will expire 
next August. Would I have to obtain special authority from the 
A. G, O., as per A. R. 759, to enable me to re-enlist as a married 
man, or has that paragraph only reference to the enlistment and 
re-enlistmept of married men in the line? ANs.—Jt bas 
announced from A. G. O., that ‘Meritorious nun-commissioned 
officers, who are married, may be re-enlisted, within one month 
from date of discharge, without making application to this office 
for special authority in each case, provided it is understood 
thoir wives will be entitled to no privileges as laundresses, and 
that they will not make the fact of their being married a ground 
for discharge before tue expiration of their term of service.” 


H. W. asks: Can you refer me toa book or books 
devoted more to marines than regulars on shore; that can give 
me all such information that I ask for or that a pew recruit would 
want to know befcere joining, one which would yive his duties, 
etc., etc.? Axs.—There is no book which will give the precise ia- 
formation suught, All thereis on the subject is contained in the 
articles for the government of the Navy (that is, the Act of Con 
gress on the subject, which specifies offences and punishments 
therefor), and iv the Navy Regulations. The last edition of the 
Regulations (1876) is very scarce. There is no handbook de- 
scribing the duties of marines and sailors in the Navy.
